On the 20th of June, 1S37, William 
IV. died, and Victoria, then a young 
maiden, ascended the throne. It had 
been planned in diplomatic circles to 
havo her marry Alexander, the brother 
f the king of tho Netherlands ; but that 
project failed, for Prinoe Albert of Co- 
bourg came to England in 1839, and won 
tho heart of England's Queen. On the 
14th of October, Hor Majesty inform- 
ed the Prime Minister, Lord Melbourne, 
of that important but delicate fact, and 
the following day tbe Prince kadjin au- 
dience with tho Queen. The two lovers 
found thoiaselvos placed in a very pe- 
culiar position, Tho social position of 
Victoria was so superior to that of the 
Prince, that be could not make tbe first 
advance, nor offer the lady his hand, as 
is usually tbe case nowadays. It was 
rather for her to make the proposition, 
and offer her hand, and she acoomplish- 
ed the somewhat unusual task in a very 
skillful manner. With a gracious smile 
she Landed tho happy Trinco a small bo- 
quot of llowers, which ho placed as near 
as possible to his heart. As be had no 
button-hole or pocket in that region of 
his close-fitting uniform, ho took his pen- 
knife, cut a slit, and slipped in the pre- 
cious token. - He then expressed his 
thankfulness and pleasure at being so 
well received at the English Court, and 
especially at his reception by tho Queen, 
in reply to which she asked him the 
tell-tale question : "If the country pleases 
Your Highness so well, perhaps you 
would not object to remain with us ?" 
The Prince replied that it was one of the 
groat desires of his life, and the Queen, 
feeling that the. decisive moment had 
come, though quivering with womanly 
de'ioacy, confessod to him honestly her 
great lovo for him, and assured him that 
it would be the cause of her greatest 
happiness if he would consent to make 
tho sacrifice necessary to become the hus- 
band of tl . Queen of England. For he 
couldbe nothing more than Leber husband 
and would havo nothing to do ivitfl j>o- 
liticnl affairs. The Prirmo TO charmed, 
and capitulated unconditionally. They 
were married on tho 10th of Febuary, 
1840. Their marriage was in every way 
a happy one and their wedded life unal- 
loyed, until death oeiied tho prince aa 
his prey. Calumny and intrigue never 
jKiisoned tbe sweetness of their family 
life, which stands to-day m a model not 
only for crowned heads, but also for the 
humblest human kind.

William Cullen Bryant once gave the 
following excellent advice to a young 
man who offered him .<\n article for tho 
Frening Post : 

"Myyoung friend, I observe that yeu 
bave used several French expressions in 
your article. I think, if yon will study 
the English language, that, you will iind 
it quite capable of expressing alltln 
that you may have. I have always found 
it so, and in all that I have written I do 
not recall an instance when I was tempt- 
ed to use a foreign word, but that, on 
searching, I found a better one of my 
own language. Bo simple, unaffected ,; 
be honest in your speaking and writing. 
Never use a long word when a short one 
will do. Call a spado a spade, not a 
well-known oblong instrument of manu- 
al itulustry ; let a homo be a home, not 
a residence ; a place, not a locality, and 
so of the rest. When a short word will 
do, you always lose by using a long one. 
You lose in clearness, you lose in honest 
expression of your meaning ; and in the 
estimation of all nie n who are compe- 
tent to judge, you lose in reputation for 
ability. 

"The only true way to shine in this 
false world, is to li« modest and unas- 
suming. Falsehood may be a very thick 
crust, but in the course of time truth 
will find a place to break through. Ele- 
gance of languago may not bo in the 
power of all of us, but simplicity and 
straightforwardness are. 

"Write much aa you would speak j 
speak as you think. If with your infer- 
iors, speak no coarser than usual ; if with 
your superior, speak no finer. Bo what 
you say, and within tho rules of pru- 
dence. No one ever was a gainer by 
singularity of words, or in pronunciation. 
The truly wise man will so speak tt 
one will observe ho-,

doceased should desire to preserve the 
remains of beloved friends as long as 
possible from corruption, by using va- 
rious methods of embalming. v 
plo over equalled the ancient Egypt ians 
in this art. He said that according to 
Nevin, "Their physicians, who were at 
the same time priests, had three methods 
of embalming, one far more expensive 
and effectual than the others, which was 
not, therefore used except when persons 
of great rank or, at least, considerable 
wealth died. 

"In this ease, tho entrails wore taken 
out of the body by an opening in the 
left side, and the brain drawn from the 
head with aciooked piece trf iron thl 
the nostrils, then the inside of tho body 
was washed with the wine of tho palm 
tree, and filled with aromatic substances ; 
spices of the strongest kind were crowd- 
ed into the skull, the whole body wus an- 
ointed with a composition of myrrh and 
other powerfu l preservatives, and after- 
wards kept for a number of days in a 
solution of the salt of nitre ; lastly in 
oil of myrrh, and besmoared with gum. 
This process occupied fortv daysor longer. 
The other methods wore less complete, 
but were mow commonly used on ac- 
count of their cheapness. When the 
body was embalmed, it was returned to 
tho relatives who put it into 8 box of 
sycamore wood, so fashioned as to resem- 
blo tho human form, and set it up in 
somo part of the house, leaning against 
the wall. In this way, bodies were oft- 
en kept for ages."
